modified to provide more flexibility in de

termining what qualifies as 

an Eligible Exp

ense (as

defin

ed in

 the 

Agree

ment);

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WHEREAS, more specifically, the Parties' representatives wish to accommodate a

request from Jewish Family Service, an awardee of certain Settlement Funds, to obtain the right

to use (through lease or license, rather than purchase) Wi-Fi equipment to be installed as part of

the Safe Parking Program for unsheltered San Diegans living out of their vehicles; and

WHEREAS, to accommodate this request from Jewish Family Service, the Parties now

desire to expand the eligible uses for funding under the Agreement by entering into that certain

First Amendment to Agreement for Behavioral Health Services (First Amendment), a copy of

which is included in the docket materials accompanying this Resolution; and

WHEREAS, Section V.C on page 8 of the Agreement requires any amendment to the

Agreement to be set forth in a written instrument approved by the County's Chief Administrative

Officer and the City Council; NOW, THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED, by the City Council of the City of San Diego, as follows:

1. The City Council approves the First Amendment.

2. The Mayor or designee is authorized and directed, on the City's behalf, to sign the
